The trustees of the British’ Museum have 
»recently published a volume entilled “ Greal 
Tapyti.” The work which haa been compiled 
by Mr. F. G. Kenyon, M.A, aud Mr. Hf. T. 
Bell, M.A., of the Manuscript Department 
contains antintereating freight contract, dated 
Oct.19. 4. D.. 286, for a voyage on the Nile. 
Weare indebted to: Mr. Boll for the following 
translation from tho original Greek :— 

“This freight contract is giyon by Aurolins 
Hernoles, son of Dioncoras, of Antesopolis 
master of hie own sbip, of 250 arlatm burden, 
without any figure head, to Aurolius Arius, son 
of Heraclides, senator of A xsence (capital of the 
Fajum), for the oarriage of -25° ‘artabe ‘of 
vegolable coed, to he conveyed from the Haren 
ofthe Grove in the capital (¢ ¢, Arsino’) to the 
Haven of Oxyrhynohus, the freightage agreed 
on boing 1 0 clean silver drachmm, whereof, he 
has received 40 drachmw, and the remaining 
1-60 ~ drach he “isto. receive” when’ “he 
Yands the cargo, which cargo. he shall 
land eafe and undamaged any nautical 
mishap, and he shall takofor the journey two 
‘days from the 25th, and likewise he shall rewein 
at Oxyrhynohus four days; and if he be delayed 
after that time ho, the master, shall receive. 16 
dracle per day for himself; and ho,‘the master, 
shall provide o anfficient number of railore, and 
all the tackle of the ship. and he shall receive

WINE AND SPIRITMERCHANTS, 


Before the earliest pago tf England's bintory 
hod been written on’ by the legions of Cuca r, 
somo irilis had raisod 2 rude. etockada, upon 
the eminence known as Tower Hill, nnd had 
confined the sluggish’ waters of the ‘Thamos 
between two walla redeoming the vaet marshland 
ever which they had spread.

In former’ years. however, 
many o gay water pageant onlivened tho river, 
The coronationa, atato eatriey, fynoral . solom- 
nities of sovereigns, the lord mayor's annnual 
procession, all were by water, whilo the streets 
(Eastoheap, Cheapside), were nothing but, 
chepes, or markets which ‘ousitained booths, 
workshops and: houses. State prisoners were 
ond uoted by water to the Tower. Elizabeth waa 
so taken during hor sister's reign and fifty yoors 
latter her body was thus conveyed from 
Richmond to Whitehall, . King Charles went 
in the royal barga to thronten bie parliament,

“At that period corn and timb’r porters avd 
stevedores earned from ten to fiftoun dollara a.

shrinking values, while trade fall off owing to 
tho opening of continental routes, and it soon 
became necessary to gut down the pay abeols, 

Farther down tho river, at Wapping, are the 
headquarters of afamous body of ‘men, the 
Thames police, Inside the unpretent’ous build. 
ing are to be seen tolegoopes and cutlasses hang- 
ine front the walls, the latter often employed: in 
fighta with smugglers, (hoogh not to so great 
a degree asin former years, for the Thames is 
constantly patrolled from Fulham to Crayford 
Creek. ‘The men look business-like in their 
blue aniforme and wide-peaked yachting: capa, 
emboseed with a nikel anchor. ‘I'he boats 
which sre always rondy for launching are rowed 
by three men and etcered by the inspector, two 
leaving the Wapping staire every. alternate 
hour, one in the direction of Waterloo and the 
and the othor,toward Blackwell; + 

There are also supervision boats to visit the 


steam Januches and the boats of ‘the detective 
staff. Inspection needs to be thorough and 
complete. Many a dead body is recovered from 
hthe stream, many 4 suspicions vessel obased and 
boarded, and nearly every pico of drift-wood is 
grappled with an oar, for often on innocent- 
appearing piece df wood or matting, which seems 
upon the waves, has a stout oord 
attacbed. and a stolen or smuggled parcel 
enoboring it to the bottom of the river. 

Below Wapping the rivor begics to assume o 
more countritied character, and the tumbledown 
wharves that Hne it seem to prégnosticate 
an era of commercial deony an they stand, 
solitary and .uncoceupied, amid the mud 
and filth that coze around them. Cloze to thia 
dismal spot is Exeontion dock, where pirates 
were. hanged in former years, their. bodies 
boing afterward swung in obaing from a stake 
on the foreshore until the tido had flowed over 
them three times, The notorious pirate Kidd 
was hanged bora in the yoar 1701. As we 
progress, all evidences of oommerco are 
centred iy the large ships that pasa up and 
downward toward the docke.» Sailing barges are 
anchord in the middle of the stream, their 
bloodred sails lending a picturesque touch of 
colouring to the sordid squaluor of the tumble- 
down ‘tenements on, each sie of the stream, 
Blowly the masts are hoisted by the working of 
the windlass, the main sheet is hooked to. the 
traveler, the top and forosnila. are hoiated, the 
anchor gots in with 4 clank,.und thoy are. off 
agein, drifting down with the-tido, As wo 
sppronoh the ealusry, past Gravesend and 
Tilbury, with its old fort tugs appear, helping 
the great chips toward their anchorage or the 
ocean, The larger veeeels steer oat threngh 
the downs; the. cossting traffic northward, 
through the navigable channela marked by the 
Nore lightebip, Tho shores are now scarcely 
vis’ ble through the baze of the mists that brood 
always over them ; it ie only on clear days that 
we can ascertain the low, almost: uninhalitable 
marshes, with their scarce houses, and, wostward, 
the black smoke drifting down from the great 
sity. e aah.

Tho world still has a considerable Fupply of 
coal, Germany ia cradited with 280,000,070,0°5 
tons, suffloiont to last 2,000 years at the prouent 
rate of consumption; Great Britain and 
Ireland olnim . 193,000,600,000 tons, with an 
annual consumption about double that of 
Germany, Belgium has 28,000,000,000 tons; 
France, 19,000,000,000; Austria, 17,000,000,000 ; 
J Russia,  40,000,000,000, North America is 
believed to have 68.,000,000,000,000 tons, more 
than the total of the other countries named, It 
is the tremendous inereass in tho uso of coal 
that justifies alirm, for, while. the supply, of the 
United States would last 4,000 yeara at the rato 
of consumption in 1905, it will ba exhausted 
within o centnry if the rato of inorease of the 
last 90 years continues, No estimates of the. 
coal of other parta of the world can be made, 
but Asia is known to have au enormous store. 


Probably no aubstance is alapted to a greater 
variety of uses than rubber but its applications 
Bre restricted by the limited. supply and bigh 
cost. Among tho purposes for which it has 
groat advantages bat is not likely to be exten- 
sively employed is that of paring roadways. A 
rubber pavemont laid at a Londonrail way station 
ip 1631 was in 1902 worn down ‘to five-oighths 
of an inch in itsthinnest place. Notwithstand- 
ing tho scarcity of the material, tho cost ‘was 
less than three times aa groatas that of wool, 
and ita lifo hos been more than twonty yoars 
inatend of the four yeirs which the wood or 
asphalt would have endured. 


The unique floating ice barrier pushod out 
from the mysterious Antarctic land was found 
by Captain Soott’s. expedition to extend 500 
miles westward from the volcanoes Erebua ond 
Terror, and more than.400 miles toward the 
Pole, reaching beyond 82 deg..

Its presonoe is 
usually marked by a poonliar patrid odor, which 
in the white may be soslight as to esoxpo notioo, 
The toxine may be present in fresh ogga, but 
much more often coonra in tho ao that are stale, 
and mixing long-broken eggs with cream—os 
is dono. so frequently by .bakera—is espooially 
liable.to produce thesepticalleration. Feeding 
hens with putrid or diseased moat is a fruitful 
aouroe of the infection of the white of oggs, 
This investigator would condemu all desiccated 
and preserved eggs, and, as there is. no way of 
Gistinguishing safe fresh eggs, be would insist 
that all eggs, to be eaten should be well boiled 
or sterilized by other thorough cooking, and 
partioularly that raw eggs’ shau'd not by ured 
with cream in pastry. : ; 


The common sunflower, a native of Peru and 
Moxico, is gaining favour in parta of Europe 
esa fobrifuge, In Russia, whore the plant’ is 
extonsively cultivated for its edible seeds and itu 
oil, fever patients sleep upon beda of sunflower 
Jeaves, and a Russian plysicisn, experimenting 
upon 109 children bativaon one month and twelvo 
years of ayo, bas found thet alecholic extracts of 
the loaves and flowors curo fover as spoedily as 
‘} quinine. In Spain and }*cance algo the sun- 
flower has proven 6s satisfactory as quinine: in 
fevers. 


Alson, tho now alloy of two parts af aluminum 
and one of zinc, makes very perfect and durable 


proves to bo odapted to many purposes, 
takesa beautiful polish. Compared with cast 
iron, the alloy is equally strong, much mor? 
clastic, and is greatly superior in ite rosistanoy 
to rast. The lagt-named quality ‘expecially 
entitles this material to consideration. 


Ordinary unrefiied beliam, obtained by 
ealeiuing clevoite, haa been made quite pure by 
two French chamista by filtering through quartz 
heated ta 1100 C. Helium diffuses readily 
through the hot quartz, which is impermeable to 
all other gases except hydrogen and possibly 
carbon monoxide, and thesa are converted into 
water vapor and carhonic seid by adding a little 
orygen before the filtering, The impure 
helium is placed ina small quarty bulb ending 
in a capillary tubs, thia bulb being enclosed ina 
vacaum tubo of plaiinum.

FAULT.FINDING. . 

It isa good thing to be an optimist, bat, like 
much thet is good, it is not always onsy. Thi 
not cay, for instance, to be an optimist with 
rogard to ourrent politica, not even for those 
who are aupportara of the present home govern- 
ment. Not that much direai harm is boing dono ; 
but becauso all that is boing done ty tho misuse 
of whatever enory and talent there may be in 
attempting to full imp ssible promises made in 
the heat ofan olootioneoring campaign, and this 
does more indirect harm then many suppos>. 
In tho tirat place the praatige and dignity of the 
nation's Parliament must suffor when its 
lesders have not the moral conrage, to 
acknowledge mistake, and time can 
nover be wasted «without sorious national 
lows; in the sooond placa this fatility. 
of offort adds on impnise to the provail- 
ing fashion of adverse oritici-m, a fashion which 
is fast becoming « habil among us, the habit of 
femphasising the ovil and’ weak in life, rathor 
than the: gond and strong. This tends to 

essimiam and pessimiam ia a eign of ill-health 
in the individual as in the body politic. We 
hava only to road tho articles in many papors, 
the criticisms on books or on tho arts, or peraso 
the ‘novela of the day to notica the stroag 
tendenoy on the part of the writers to keep 
bofore the oyes of their readers the littloness of 
the greot rathor than the greatness of the small. 
It is s bad thing for the rising generation 
already too prone to pessimism to be porsnaded 
that the evil in life is groater than tho good, 
that weakness of character and morals ia mora 
normal {han strength, ‘“ 

The art of fault-finding ia an easy one, and 
consequent ly in those days of many publications 
is over with ur, moro ospocially aa it soems to 
appeal to « large section of the commanity. 
Why so miny aro pleased to read of the 
stupidity of their rnlors or of thoir fellow- 
men is curious, anlessit be that it flittera their 
vanity to find other accounted greater than 
thomsalves open to cenanre. Some writers 


seern deliberately to seek ‘copy by asys- 
‘tematioally picking ont thy few weak 
points: of the otherwise strong, ond oxag- 


gerating these to tho abliturating of . the 
groater good, and in tho atrongth of (hoir talent 
of ill-patare call themselves oritice. Praiso 
rarely appears yet one would bave thought that 
such seekers after errors would have recoguised 
tho'power for injury of faint praise, but even 
such praise wonld mean a oortain recognition of 
something approaching good in others, and that 
in ilself would be ontside the habit of their 
thought. | ‘To read some of the: reviews would 
lead one to belirve that thore is nothing good in 
tho world, and nothing. done worth the doing, 
Bernard Shaw in—his definition of oritioiam 
gives w ‘reason for the popularity of thia 
type of oritic. ‘ Criticism ia uot only masioi- 
nally salutary: it has positive popular attrac- 
tions in its orneliy, ita gladiatorship, and tho 
gratification given to envy by the attacks on the |- 
groat, and to enthusiaam by its praises.” It is 
really the last phraso whicd speaks of the true 
and vhealthy criticism which is “ medicinally 
salutary,” the criticiam which creates an ideal, 
nat des'roys one. Oaly after the good bas been 
praised should the weakness, which is to be 
found in everyone be pointed out for correction 
and avoidénoe, Wholesnle consure is not the 
moans of teaching, ‘T'o auppross ‘the good and 
exaggerate the evil can only do harm to the. 
writer and publicalike: If tho badin any work 
ia more in ovidence than the good, the work 
is pot worth oritioising for the common sense of 
the public will condomn it, And ao, too, with 
novel writing. The present tondenoy is t9 bring 
before the reader the woaknoas of human nature 
and to dwell on its worst aide, This tonda to 
destroy fuith in the better side of man and 
lowers the ideal of social obligation. It ahvuld 
always bs remombored that man’s thoughts and 
inclinations are always worse than his actions ; 
thia power of montal rosistivity, or of his 
principles, o9 it is gomerally called, ebooks the 
evil deed from following the evil thought. To 
persuade men that wany more than is supposed , 
give way to the wiokrdayss thut is withia them, 
is to make it harder fur the youug to act up to 
what they are thus led to boliees ia qaixotia 
and a higher standard than that of their follows, |- 
though it bain reality but that «hich guides 
the majority of upright man. The indigsriminate 
seoker after, faults and ‘failings ought to be |. 
avoided and not as now encourayed, for it must 
be batter to hear of sud contemplate good done. 
rathér than evil, :
